a recent article which we lead, the 
writer expressed the thought that we 
were wasting a great deal* f^^ 
when

He thought that their value was farm 
eTcess of the damages they did and that 
the value was represented not only by 
the destrnction of the insects which live 
and breed upon forest lands, but tbe 
guarantee which they give for a hignei 


ewee of public health 
He even went 


o far, if we remember correctly, as to 
ay that c% en the life that was lost by 
hem was nothing compared to the 
.fe that was lost through the condi- 
lon of things which the fires remedied. 
Doubtless He was right, too, for we can 
not but think that the decaying mass of 
rubbish in our forests is productive of 
much disease and death. 


However, we can not venture U> esti- 


mate the worth of life, or rather of 
death, when we can not rest upongreat- 
er certainty than we can here 
But the 


sacrifice of lite is not necessary in clean- 
ing up our forests. An object that ap- 
pears so desirable should be acrom- 
plwhed in some more systematic way 
than by exposing hmnan life, or even 
buildings and fences, to the mercy of 
accident 
If our forests were regularly 


cleaned up, m all sections adjacent to 
settlement, the danger of fire would be 
ereatly lessened, if not entirely obviated 


The writer referred to suggested a 


forest commission in each State, and a 
national commission over all, the com- 
bined duty of which should be to attend 
to this matter among other things, it 
would not be an objection to such a 
plan—if it were successful—that it would 
be expensive 
Kxpense ought not to be 


unduly consulted when health and 
life are in the scale 
Perhaps we aro 


generalh too saving with our money 
tnd too profligate with our health 
In 


cities wl have boards of health whose 
duty it is to clean up the dirty places 
and to disinfect the plagne spots 
The 


work is usually not done as well as it 
should be, but it is supposed to be done. 
There is certainly no reason why mo 
health of the country should not be as 
carefully guarded as the health of the 
city, and if theie is a general source of 
danger—such as foiest lands—existing, 
it should be purified 
But there is no 


doubt that when the saving from 1 free- 
dom of manj fiim insects weie taken 
into consideration, the expense of a gen- 
eral Bupermtendem y of foiests would be 
sm&ll 
Individually wo can do much to meet 


the necessities of such a case H we have 
a. forest, wo c an clean it up and keep it 
clean

Nightingale says the mental state 


of the dying depends on their phyfci 
cal condition. As a rule, in acute 
cases, interest in their own danger is 
rarely felt 
Indifference, excepting 


with regard to bodily suffering, or to 
some duty the dying man desires to 
perform, is the far more ubual state. 
But patients who die of consumption 
very frequently die in a state of se- 
raphic joy and peace; the counte- 
nance almost expresses rapture. Pa- 
tients who die of cholera, peritionitis, 
&c., on the contrary, often die in a 
state approaching despair. In dys- 
entery, diarrhea, or fever, the patient 
often dies in a state of indifference. 
On the battle field the expression on 
the faces of those who have died of 
gunshot wounds is one of agony, 
while the dead by sword have a 
calmer look. A rapid death by steel 
SB almost painless, the nerves are di- 
vided so quickly, while a bullet lac- 
erates.
